During  his  c-oss-country  trip  conneclio.i  with  the  '"Coast  to 
Coast"  series  of  lioys'  Work  Conferences  in  the  Fall  of  1916,  Mr.  Taylor 
Statten,  National  Boys'  Work  Secretary  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  conceived  the  idea  of  bringing  together  the  keen,  represent- 
ative Canadian  boys  who  had  been  elected  as  President  of  th''  various 
Conferences.  Thus  the  "Big  Idea"  began.  On  his  return,  the  matter 
was  laid,  in  January,  1917,  before  the  Boys'  Committee  of  the  National 
Council  of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  and  they  approved  of  the  general  idea  of  trying 
to  hold  a  representative  gathering  of  Canadian  older  boys. 

The  writer  remembers  vividly,  on  a  Satur  ay  afternoon,  in  March  of 
the  same  year,  during  the  Hamilton  lioys'  Work  Conference,  meeting 
Mr.  Statten  and  Rev.  C.  A.  Myers,  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Board 
of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  People's  Societies,  as  they  were  strolling 
along  the  brow  of  the  mountain.  The  view  was  glorious,  but  Ci)ui(l  not 
hold  the  conversation  for  more  than  a  moment.  Mr.  Statten  was  enthu- 
siastically enlarging  on  the  possibilities  of  an  all-Canadian  gathering 
of  boys. 

The  question  was  referred  to  the  National  .\dvisory  Committee  for 
Co-operation  in  Boys'  Work,  and  was  most  ,  .it'nisiastically  endorsed; 
it  did  not  seem  advisable,  however,  to  jjroject  a  I'.oys'  Parliament  on  a 
National  scale  for  that  year,  but,  on  their  suggestion,  the  Ontario 
Advisory  Committee  for  Co-operation  in  Boys'  Work  decided  to  hold 
such  a  gathering,  and  its  success  fully  justitied  their  judgment. 
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In  the  coming  years,  during  which  Canada  is  to  make  her  greatest 
strides  in  every  department  of  human  thought  and  action,  there  will  be 
a  group  of  outstanding,  marked  men  ;  they  will  he  manly,  mature  embodi- 
ments of  the  fourfold  ideal  of  lifr ;  they  will  be  members  of  National  and 
Provincial  law-making  bodies,  of  Municipal  Councils,  Boards  of  Educa- 
tion, of  Health,  and  of  Directors  of  corporations;  they  will  exercise  an 
influence  that  will  help  immeasurably  in  transforming  our  ideals  of 
])oIitics  and  imsiness;  all  movements  for  social  reform  and  human 
welfare  will  centre  round  these  men;  they  will  set  the  stamp  of 
strenuous.  Christian  idealism  upon  Canadian  life.  They  will  be  the  men 
who,  as  older  boys,  sat  as  members  of  a  Boys'  Parliament.

UK  iiiiu-  I?()ys"  Wtirk  (.  tinfiTi-ncos  at  wliich 
tlu'-if  l)()ys  ucrr  t-lcctid,  raiij^i-d  in  size 
from  150  to  4(X)  drk'ijatis.  At  tin-  opt'iiing 
sfssioii  of  t'acli  cunfcrencf.  on  l-'riday  ovin- 
mg.  aniiounct'iuent  was  iiia<h'  to  tin-  dck'^atos, 
rcfjarding  tlir  I'.oys'  I'arliaiiitnt.  Tlu-  purpose  and 
\V(jVk  of  the  Parliament  was  explained.  It  was  sug,::;t'St<d  that  members 
of  Parliament  should  be  preferably  boys  who  had  ha<l  some  experience 
with  Canadian  Standard  Efficiency  Training,  and  that  they  sliould  exem- 
plify to  some  extent  the  all-round  development — intellectual,  physical, 
devotional  and  social — which  the  Canadian  Standard  Efficiency  Tests,  as 
a  course  of  training,  were  intended  to  develop.  The  '"legates  were  urged 
to  think  seriously  about  the  type  of  boy  who  should  l)e  elected  to  rejjre- 
sent  them  at  this  Parliament,  and  were  invited  to  be  ready  the  next 
morning  with  nominations. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  nominations  were  received.  These  nom- 
inations came  only  from  boys,  and  the  nominees  were  l)oys  registered 
as  delegates  at  the  conference.  Each  conference  was  divided  into  three 
constituencies  and  elected  three  members  of  i'arliament,  but  there  was 
no  restriction  on  nominations;  that  is,  any  boy  from  any  of  the  three 
constituencies  was  at  lii)erty  to  nominate  for  election  a  boy  in  any 
other  constituency. 

These  three  constituencies  comprised  the  country  districts,  including 
villages  of  less  than  2,000  inhabitants,  the  towns  over  this  including  less 
than  5,000  population,  and  the  cities  above  the  last-mentioned  size.  This 
was  done  in  ordtr  that  the  viewpoint  of  difTerent  types  of  communities 
and  the  needs  of  boys  in  different  walks  of  life,  might  be  brought  tt)  l)ear 
upon  the  work  of  the  Parliament. 

When  the  nominations  had  l)een  closed  the  notninees  were  invited 
to  address  the  con^ef^nce.  As  the  Parliament  idea  was  entirely  new  and 
many  of  the  Oi-.mees,  having  no  i)recedcnt  to  ban  upon,  and  being 
possessed  of  the  characteristic  modesty  of  Canadian  boys,  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  tell  the  electors  why  :hey  should  be  sent  li>  Parliament,  it  was 
frequently  necessary  for  the  conference  director  to  (piestion  these  boys 
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l)e{ore  the  ccjnferencc.  with  the  intention  of  learning  ixhoxn  their  school 
work,  athletic  prowess,  church  connection  and  extent  of  their  service. 
This,  which  was  to  some  an  ordeal,  was.  however,  a  necessary  prelim- 
inary to  the  election,  and  served  to  make  the  conference  ac(|uainted  with 
the  hoys  who  had  been  nominated,  and  who,  would,  of  course,  he 
strangers  to  most,  in  .i  conference  where  a  great  many  communities  had 
sent  delegates. 

The  boys  were  elected  by  ballot  Saturday  night  at  the  conference 
supper.  The  nominees  were  again  asked  to  appear  before  the  conference, 
to  speak  briefly,  if  they  desired,  and  then  the  conference  deleu  ites  were 
instructed  to  place  three  names  upon  the  blank  ballot;  one  being  tlieir 
choice  among  tht)se  nominated  to  represent  the  rural  districts,  one  a  boy 
from  the  town  constituency,  and  one  from  the  cities. 

The  fine  quality  and  the  all-round  ability  of  practically  all  of  the 
members  who  subsecpiently  comjirised  the  i'arliament,  indicated  that  the 
delegates  to  these  conferences  chose  with  discretion  and  not  sim])ly 
'nec.-itise  of  personal  liking.  The  elections  were  tlioroughly  democratic 
from  start  to  finish,  there  beiiig  mo  attempt  on  the  i)art  of  any  of  the 
conference  leaders  at  any  time  to  do  more  th.an  suggest  to  the  boys  the 
kind  of  representative  it  would  be  well  to  choose.

The  idea  of  the  ("oniniittee  in  chartje  was  that  this  I'.ox  ^'  Parliament 
should  follow  parliamentary  procedure  ;;s  far  as  iiossihle  .Xccordinu^ly. 
one  of  the  Coinniittec  was  asked  to  act  as  "Lieutena.it-<  iovernor."  and 
another  as  "Clerk  of  the  House."  The  "Clerk  of  the  H-wse'  then  conferred 
with  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Legislati  e  .\sseinMy,  who  became 
greatly  interested  and  su])])lied  detailed  information  as  to  procedure,  and 
also  copies  of  IJiils.  Orders  of  the  Day.  etc.  The  Provincial  Librarian 
furnished  a  volume  of  recent  Journals  of  the  Assembly  and  a  coi>y  of  the 
Speaker's  Manual  was  borrowed.  The  SiT>j;eant-at-.\rms  was  also 
helpful  in  his  counsel  and  suggestion. 

•Mr.  W.  S.  Kirkland  visited  the  Parliament  lUiildings  and  secured 
a  photograph  or  drawing  of  the  Roll  of  Members  and  a  drawing  of  the 
Mace,  and  succeeded  in  having  copies  made  of  these  two  features.  He 
also  succeeded  in  borrowing  an  official  coat  and  sword  for  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arins. 

The  ot'ticial  summons  to  the  Members  was  modeled  after  the  ofticial 
notice  used  for  the  meetings  of  the  Legislative  .\sseml)ly.  So  was  the 
form  of  prayer  read  at  the  opening  of  each  session.  'i"he  <  )rders  of  the 
D.ay  and  the  Hills  were  also  according  to  Legislative  form,  and  at  each 
.session  these  were  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  Members,  just  as  is  the 
practice  in  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  Roll  of  the  House  was 
beautifully  cngros.^ed  and  was  duly  signed  by  eacli  .Member.  The 
Speaker  wore  a  gown  and  had  white  gloves  and  mortar-board  cap;  the 
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Ckrk  of  tlH-  ll.H.sc-  was  Kuw.u-d.  and  the  SerRcant-at-Arms  was  wonder- 
ful to  look  upon  in  his  official  coat,  white  gloves,  and  bearutcf  tne 
beautiful  Mace,  which  was  a  work  of  art.  'I'he  Hansard  rei).)rter  xsasone 
of  the  official  stenographers  of  the  Senate  at  Ottawa,  and  gave  many 
valuable  suggestions  as  to  i.n.ce.lure.  A  chart  of  the  plan  ot  the  House. 
sh..wing  place,  rank  and  constituency  of  each  Member,  was  of  great 
assistance.  Tickets  of  admission  to  the  gallery  were  issued  to  a  selected 
number  of  people  most  interested.  Two  returned  s.ddiers  were  on  duty 
as  door-keei)ers.  There  were  :dso  two  stenograi.hers.  with  their  type- 
writers and  a  duplicating  machine,  and  they  were  kept  Imsy  :dl  the  tune. 
The  Journals  of  the  House  were  finished  and  typewritten  withm  two 
hours  after  the  Parliament  was  adj<nirned.  as  each  session's  statement 
was  dictated  immediately  after  the  session. 

.\t  the  first  session  the  Lieutenant-Ciovernor.  ai)propriately  attired, 
was  ]. resent,  and  read  the  .Speech  from  the  Throne.  He  was  also  present 
at  the  final  session,  and  gave  assent  to  the  Bills  passed,  h'.ach  session 
oi.ened  in  parliamentary  form.  The  Mend)ers  being  in  their  places,  the 
Sergeant-at-.\rr.  s  iiitered.  followed  by  the  Speaker.  The  ]^Iace  was 
idaced  in  due  position  on  the  table,  and  the  Speaker  re.-xd  the  prayers,  the 
-Members  standing  .luring  these  opening  proceedings.  Then  the  Orders 
of  the  Day  were  called  and  the  Hmise  i)n.ceeded  to  business.  Each  Rill 
had  to  !)(■  i-i-ad  three  times.  At  the  second  reading,  if  it  were  so  moved, 
the  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  i)resided  in  i)lace  of  the  Si)eaker.  When  the 
committee  rose,  the  Speaker  resumed  his  functions.  lAery  Member  was 
referri-d  to  as  the  Hon.  Minister  for  the  Intellectual  Standard,  or  as  the 
Hon.  Member  for  the  Kingston  City,  or  St.  Thomas  County,  or  whatever 
his  constituency  was.  and  never  by  name.  Standing  Committees  were 
a])pointcd  to  deal  with  definite  i)hases  of  the  Canadian  Standard  Efifi- 
ciency  Tests.  These  met  between  sessions  and  presented  re])orts.  which 
formed  the  basis  of  discussion  in  the  House. 

The  FMrst  Ontario  Roys'  Parliament  was  fortunate  in  many  respects. 
One  remarkably  tine  feature  was  the  i)lace  of  meeting.  The  Board  of 
Education  (jf  the  City  of  Torontcj  placed  their  beautiful  Board  Rooin  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Parliament.  The  photograi)hs  elsewhere  show  the 
kind  of  room  it  was.  and  the  chart  further  indicates  its  suitability.  Its 
size,  shape,  and  ecjuipment  were  ideal.  The  retiring-room  of  the  Board, 
with  its  big  fireplace,  lockers,  telephone  and  other  conveniences  were 
also  ideal.  The  kindness  and  attention  of  the  officials  of  the  Board  left 
nothing  to  be   desired.     The   daily    luncheons   were    another    excellent 
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feature.  These  were  held  in  oik-  (if  the  lai>,'e  moins  in  tht-  l';irli;munt 
lUiilflings,  and  the  whole  House  and  several  of  tlie  rruvimial  Advisory 
Committee  and  various  jjuests  had  luncheon  tojjfitlur  evirx  nnoii.  'Iliis 
feature  was  due  to  the  courtesy  of  the  lion.  Mr.  MacDiarmid.  wlio  ir.ost 
kindly  gave  permission  for  these  daily  luncheons.  .\  third  feature  was  a 
most  kindly  and  very  grateful  mes-age  from  Sir  \\  illiam  Hearst,  Premier 
of  Ontario,  who  showed  a  syni])athetic  interest  in  the  I'.oys'  Parliament. 
Another  feature  was  the  e.xcellent  press  reports  in  the  iOronto  daily 
papers. 

As  was  said  at  the  outset,  the  I'irst  Ontario  P.oys'  Parli  iment  was 
a  success  hecause  of  the  work  |)Ut  into  it.  P>ul  this  shoiilil  he  s.iid  also: 
that  the  greatest  factor  of  it  all  u.'s  the  <|uality  and  the  sjiirit  of  the  hoys 
themselves.  The  official  photograph  shows  you  their  faces;  this  volume 
of  proceedings  shows  you  something  of  their  work.  It  may  he  added 
here  that  these  hoys  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  hest  traditions  of 
this  Province  and  this  Nation,  fnie.  upright,  manly,  keenly  intelligent, 
and  ])roud  and  glad  to  serve  in  the  making  of  a  Canadian  manhood  conse- 
crated to  their  King  and  their  (iod.  Their  daily  acknowh'dgment  of 
Jesus  Christ  as  their  Savioiir  and  Ciuide  was  an  inspiration. 


Reconstruction

It  calls  for  new  motives  in  living,  new  standards  of  conduct,  and  a  new  ethics. 
In  a  word,  the  changes  that  must  come  in  reconstruction  are  changes  in  the  wills, 
ideals  and  motives  of  men  and  women."

(Jne  of  the  most  vital  factors  in  the  winning  of  the  war,  is  that  of  the  assur- 
ance of  a  .suflicieiil  supply  of  food,  not  only  f<ir  our  men  at  the  hront,  hut  also 
for  the  men.  women  and  children  who  must  remain  at  home  Ttis  pro'dem  con 
tinues  to  grow  more  serious  with  the  e\  er-increasiiig  millions  who,  of  i.oces>il\ , 
are  eiiKaged  in  noii-producti\  e  war  occupations.  It  i>  with  pride  that  I  ricall  the 
heroic  etiorts  of  the  older  hoys,  during  the  past  s  •ason,  to  render  their  countrv 
national  service  hy  enlisting  in  si. .h  large  numhers  as  "."Soldiers  of  the  Soil  "  .\tl 
honour  to  such  service  .\s  the  war  continues,  the  food  shortage  must  grow  more 
serious,  and  demand  of  all  grtater  elTorls  in  ]-"ond  Conservation  ami  I'ood  Pro 
ductioii.  I  am  convinced  that,  in  this  connection,  the  ohler  hoys  will  assume  e\ery 
hurdeii.  and  make  every  etYort  that  may  he  required  of  them  for  the  security  oi 
the  luupire  and  the  preservation  of  the  liherties  of  the  w<irld. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Almighty  Cod  for  the  ahundant  harvest  of  the  past 
year,  and  for  the  hoiTour  and  privilege  which  has  heeii  ours  in  helping  to  pro- 
duce and  garner  the  harvest.

DINTON:  -I.ast  Spring,  C.reat 
lintain  sent  out  an  S.O.S.  call.  The  world  was  facing 
lamme,  and  Canadians  were  asked  to  produce  more 
tood  in  order  that  starving  millions  might  he  fed 
ihe  call  came  to  Canada  to  do  her  dutv;  the  mem- 
bers ol  the  Dominion  Parliament  discussed  it,  and 
formed  a  scheme  whereby  boys  from  the  High 
Schoo's,  and  perhaps  from  the  Public  Schools, 
could  be  released  about  May  1st  and  go  out  to 
the  country  to  help  produce,  provided  they  had 
passed  an  examination  signed  bv  their  teachers. 
Many  boys  wont  out  last  year  and  farmed.  This 
year  the  S.O.S.  came  far  stronger  than  ever  before. 
A  Resource  Committee  was  formed,  and  by  planning 
with  the  Education  Departmeiil,  this  legislation  was 
renewed.  P'ivc  Y.M.C.A.  Secretaries  were  sent  up 
and  down  the  country  to  enlist  boys  for  this  farm 
service.  For  weeks  they  visited"  High  Schools 
and  told  boys  how  the  -Aorld  was  facing  a  great 
famine,    and    that    more    grain    must    be    produced;

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Kitchener  Town 
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that  ..5,(HH),()(M)  bushels  more  than  in  nurniai  times  would  be  required  to  feed 
the  world  before  the  next  harvest  came.  About  8,(HM)  city  and  town  boys 
enlisted  for  farm  seivice.  About  iO.WK)  who  had  served  on  farms  before  also  left 
school.  The  girls  responded  wonderfully;  many  thousands  went  out.  There  was 
some  organization  about  this  S.O.S.  movement.  Ten  Supervisors  were  put  over 
counties,  say  groups  of  six  or  more,  and  during  the  summer  they  visited  all  the 
fellows  on  the  farms.  They  called  meetings  where  the  farm  service  subject  was 
presented  to  the  boys;  songs  were  sung,  speeches  made,  and  a  general  good  time 
enjoyed.  This  was  going  on  all  summer.  The  churches  were  called  on  to  act  as 
S.O.S.  directors,  hut  I  believe  very  few  churches  did.  Now,  the  world  still  faces 
a  famine.  This  year  we  have  to  produce,  and  produce,  and  produce  We  have  to 
get  more  grain,  or  the  world  will  starve,  the  soldiers  will  starve,  and  the  war  will 

be  lost.  The  plan  for  this  year  is  to  have  a  National 
S.O.S.  Director  at  the  head  of  Canada,  who  will  be 
supreme. 


MR.  AXN'IS  (Speaker):  "Boys  spend  money  for 
every  other  thing,  but  do  not  grasp  the  importance 
of  giving  to  the  Church.  Each  one  of  the  farm  boys 
who  has  been  brought  to  this  country  by  institutions 
seems  to  hold  all  the  coin-,  he  can  grasp  unless  he 
gets  value  for  his  money,  and  they  do  not  seem  to 
realize  that  value  is  got  in  giving  to  the  Church.  In 
the  class  where  I  labor  they  .sometimes  bring  a  cent; 
more  often  not.  The  additional  credits  would  show 
that  they  are  getting  something  for  systematic  giv- 
ing, and  would  be  an  incentive  to  give  more.  This 
bill  does  not  go  far  enough,  for  "systematic"  giving 
might  resolve  itself  into  giving  one  cent  per  Sunday. 
If  the  Bill  could  mention  "proportionate"  giving  also, 
it  would  be  a  great  improvement."

MR.  RICHAtxDSON:  "Boys  who  are  .1  business  are  getting  as  much  train- 
ing as  they  would  in  school,  because  tney  get  experience.  They  might  stop 
school  to  serve  their  country  in  many  ways,  in  addition  to  leaving  because  they 
are  forced  to  earn  wages.  This  Bill  is  in  the  right  direction,  for  it  is  most 
important  that  fellows  get  an  education,  which  is  the  basic  foundation  for  all  the 
other  Standards,  and  in  the  subdivision  of  credits  it  is  important  to  arrange  so 
that  the  boy  is  constantly  striving  for  a  higher  ideal." 

MR.  NELSON:  "I  agree  that  no  credit  should  be  deducted  from  School 
and  College,  because  this  is  by  far  the  most  important  head  in  the  Standard.  The 
regular  School  or  College  course  should  be  given  higher  credit  than  night  school 
or  reading  course.  Out  of  a  total  of  400  credits,  give,  say  300,  for  attendance  and 
marks  earned  on  examinations  for  night  school  course,  reading  course,  or  regular 
School  and  College  course;  then  to  fellows  who  are  attending  School  or  College, 
and  thus  obtaining  a  better  education,  give  an  advantage  by  awarding  them  the 
other  100  pomts  on  their  position  in  School  or  College,  in  comparison  with  the 
other  fcUo-ws  of  the  same  age.  It  is  not  right  to  bring  a  night  school  or  reading 
course  up  to  the  level  of  a  regular  School  or  College  course,  for  in  that  case  a 
fellow  might  argue  that  he  could  maintain  his  position  in  the  C.S.E  T  course  and 
yet  leave  school  and  go  to  work,  and  drop  out  of  school  or  college  No'  one 
would  contend  that  a  night  school  or  reading  course,  even  if  right  on  the  work 
they  intended  to  take  up,  would  give  as  much  knowledge  as  regular  attendance  at 
School  or  Co  lege.  A  High  School  or  College  course  is  sure  to  be  of  use  always, 
and,  if  possible,  a  fellow  should  stay  and  complete  the  coui^e,  and  he  should  not 
be  giv-en  support  in  the  idea  of  leaving  school,  as  would  be  the  case  if  the  credits 
were  the  same.

.\!R.  RICH.VRDSOX:  "In  the  matter  of  health  education,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  co-.nitry  hoys  should  not  carry  this  ()ut.  .\  country  hoy  WDuld  not 
prohahiy  have  to  do  so  much  to  keep  himself  in  condition  as  would  a  city  boy, 
as  he  gets  more  fresh  air  and  exercise;  hut  1  do  not  think  he  should  neglect  this 
part,  and  he  could  very  easily  follow  out  this  course  on  his  own  Standard,  and 
have  that  on  both  Standards.  There  is  a  little  difticulty  in  regard  to  camp-craft, 
which  is  carried  out  in  summer  months  when  the  l)ulk  of  the  farm  work  comes, 
and  farm  boys  cannot  get  out  for  three  weeks  to  a  camp.  Probably  some  other 
activities  for  the  farmer  could  take  the  place  of  camp-craft.  The  present  course 
does  not  hold  the  attention  of  the  farm  boys;  it  is  not  interestinf?  enough;  they 
do  not  understand  it,  and  cannot  get  enthusiastic  over  it." 

MR.  THOM.\S:  "The  idea  of  our  C.S.E.T.  is  the  Jesus  way  of  living,  and  the 
Standard  is  fixed  just  because  we  are  handicapped  by  conditions.  These  should 
be  no  excuse  why  wc  should  not  pull  up  in  points  where  our  handicap  keeps  us 
down.  .A  hunch  of  us  went  on  record  as  going  to  do  our  best  in  the  Jesus  way 
of  living,  ducing  men  to  know  that  we  are  going  to  be  the  best  little  country  wc 
can.  or  the  best  little  city  we  can;  we  are  going  to  be  the  best,  under  the  condi- 
tions in  which  we  live.  The  Physical  Standard  is  quite  right,  as  it  stands,  in 
developing  a  high  type  of  boy  all  round,  and  helping  him  to  overcome  his  diffi- 
culties." 

"Two  examinations  are  now  held — one  for  the  Sunday  session  and  Bible  study, 
one  for  mid-week.  The  Bill  suggests  that  one  examination  be  omitted,  the 
Mentor  to  decide  which  one.  Morning  Watch  has  been  very  strongly  einphasized, 
and  probably  a  fellow  will  get  more  benefit  from  that  religious  study  in  the  morn- 
ing than  from  attending  school  every  Sunday  and  participating  in  the  lesson,  or 
taking  the  lesson  himself,  because,  being  alone  with  God,  he  can  n.jturally  think 
about  it  much  more  seriously  than  if  he  were  in  a  group,  and  he  will  likely  jot 
down  suggestions  that  he  would  probably  never  give  out  in  the  Sunday  lesson  or 
speak  of  himself.  Hence,  we  think  250  credits  for  Morning  Watch  arc  not  too 
much,  and  300  for  Church  and  Sunday  ''  hool  would  be  about  balancing  those 
two  correctly.  The  Advisory  Committee  and  Mentors  consider  that  a  feHow  who 
works  all  week  is  qualified  if  he  attends  church  and  Sunday  School  once  a  Sunday, 
though  some  clergymen  suggest  two  church  attendances.  We  feel  that  a  fellow 
who  studies  the  Bible  365  days  in  the  year,  and  the  fellow  who  studies  it  only 
52  days,  should  have  further  recognition  than  has  been  given.  The  younger  fellow 
has  to  be  brought  to  realize  that  he  can  get  more  out  of  the  Morning  Watch 
than  by  merely  attending  Sunday  School.     Tn  the  Morning  Watch  wc  prepare  our 
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lesson  for  tin-  next  Suiiilay  and  taKi-  the  >ix  wrrk-days  for  a  very  careful  study 
of  it,  and  on  the  seventh  day  we  can  have  our  K^'<)>'ral  review  in  our  inurniiiK 
watch.  I  lie  little  suRKestive  paraKraph  that  folhnvs  alter  the  reading  can  he  lully 
discussed  by  the  fellow  himself,  and  really  picked  to  pieces,  liy  educatiiiK  our 
younger  fellows  to  do  this,  I  believe  we  will  be  doiiiK  something  that  is  really 
worth   while." 

MR.  'I'.WI.OK  (HaTnilton):  ".\  (."olIeK"  eduealion  certainly  puts  a  man 
al)ove  the  level  of  his  fellows  who  have  not  had  it:  still  the  boy  who  is  putting  in 
his  time  conscientiously  stinlyinn  at  night  and  carrying  out  the  apprenticeship 
systtni  as  now  ci.nductid  in  shops,  wouhl  be  on  a  par  with  the  boy  who  is  getting 
the  i)reparatory  education,  r.olh  are  spending  their  time,  perhaps  for  fen  hours 
a  day.  It  is  a  mighty  hard  job  when  a  boy  conus  home  at  night,  dirty  and  lireil. 
to  get  down  to  his  home  stu<ly  course:  an<l  frtun  the  way  such  boys  grmil  all 
day  I  think  they  should  r-ceive  the  same  credits  as  fellows  who  are  going  to 
school.  Although  College  education  In  adens  a  hoy's  mind  all  right.  '  don'' 
think  it  does  so  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  <>utli»>k  a  fellow  gets  on  a  big  l)u  ,.- 
Iless   field."

I'hc  leaders  of  the  Sunday  Scho.)l  work  of  the  i'l  ..ti  -t.iiil  Chmehe-  n  Caiunia 
helieve  that  every  Sunday  Sciioid  cla>s  of  teen  age  hoys  shoidd  meet.  n..i  ..id>  on 
Sunday,  but  also  on  one  evening  during  the  mid-week. 

This  Mid-week  Session  need  not  occupy  the  time  of  an  entire  ivi  iiing.  I  he 
most  successful  meetiu'  i  are  held  around  a  suiiper  tahle.  and  are  luiisli.  d  before 
eight  o'clock. 

The  program  of  Canadian  Standard  I'lhcii  ncy  Ira'ning  provides  ati  adequate 
program   for  this   Mid-week  Session. 

It  provides  separately  for  tiie  needs  of  Younger  P.oys  (  IJ  to  14  years  of  age) 
through  the  Trail  Rangers  Program  and  for  the  needs  of  Older  lioys  (15  years 
of  age  and  over)   through  the  Tuxis   I'.oys   I'rogram. 

SOME  FEATURES  OF  THE  PROGRAM 

1.  The  jirogram  is  based  on  the  character  and  personality  of  Jesus,  lie  is 
presented  to  the  boys  not  only  as  Saviour  an<l  Lord,  but  al-o  as  Hero  ami  as  the 
Ideal  of  the  four-fold  life. 

2.  It  follows  the  plan  of  four-fold  develi>pment,  intellectual,  i>hysical,  religious 
and  social,  suggested  in  the  statement  regarding  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  boy  Jesus  as  found  in  Luke  2:  5J:  ".And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and 
.stature  and  in  favor  with  (lod  and  man." 

.?.  It  provides  a  progressive  Course  of  Training,  recognizing  the  growth  of 
boys  antt  their  changing  needs  as  they  pass  through  the  various  stagi  s  of  develop- 
ment. 

4.  It  doe.s  not  attempt  to  put  all  boys  through  the  v.ime  mould,  but  it  does 
provide  the  means  of  laying  a  four-scpiare  foundation   for  lives  of  usefulness. 

5.  It  recognizes  tlie  Home,  the  School  and  the  Chinch  as  the  basic  institu- 
tions, and  seeks  to  bring  them  into  closer  co-operation  as  they  function  in  the 
life   of  the   boy. 

(i.  .\s,  under  the  Intellectual  Program,  the  School  is  given  the  place  of  I'lrsl 
importance,  under  the  Devotional  Program,  the  Church;  under  the  Social  Ptograin, 
the  Home  and  Community:  so  uiitler  the  Physical  Program,  Health  I'.ducation 
and   the  ac(|uiring  of   right   health   habits  are   the   features   emphasized. 

7.  It  challenges  a  boy  to  conip.te  against  a  Standard  rather  thah  .Tgainst 
Individual;,   .iud   makes   for   the   development    of   the   altruistic   .spirit. 

8.  It  provides  abundant  opportunity  for  Group  Effort  and  Team  Play. 

9.  The  Program  calls  for  personal  interviews  between  the  adult  leader  and 
the  boy.  A  Plan,  known  as  "Charting,"  has  been  devised,  which  iiiake-;  these 
interviews  simple,  attractive  and  vitally  helpful.

"Loosely  Graded"  plan.
